Now, consider the policy of eonstructing 
parrow-gauge roads first on all contem- 
plated routes with a view to a future 
widening of the gauge on all important 
trunk roads as soon as the financial gon- 
dition of the company will justity it. This 
would be when the first equipment of iron 
and rolling stock wore; out, or the second, 
or third, as circumstances might suggest. 


The iron and stock equipments of a road 


neéd renewing, on amaverage, about every 
seven to ten years. 

Now what are the advantages of the 
policy ot substitution? In the first place, 
the narrow gauge can be built for one-half 
the cost of the wide; and the company 
that could furnish but one-half the cost of 
the wide gauge in proceeds of stock sub- 
scriptions, and must contract a mortgage 
debt of $12,000 or $15,000 per mile to 
complete its road, could, with the same 
proceeds of stock subscriptions, build 
complete and equip a narrow-gauge road 
which would do all the carrying business 
ot the route for the first ten years, and 
remain free trom mortgage debt entirely. 
The stockholders would thus be relieved 
from all apprehension of having their stock 
forfeited by being sold out under a mort 
gage debt—which seems to be the dread of 
subscribers, and the obstacle in the way of 
liberal and sufficient subscriptions to stock. 

Again, the economy of cost ol 
construction and operation —only one- 
half that of the wide gauge — would 
insure a good net profit from 
onward. We 


would, for the first few years at least, and 
until the road built up a large business. 
Take the moderate average of annual re- 
ceipts of average roads—about $4,000 per 
mile—and the operating expenses will be 
$8,000 per mile, on the wide-gauge roads, 
leaving but $1,000 per mile for net receipts 
for the first five or ten years.

fhe Chicago, Lafayette ind Indianapolis route.

over ihe Jeflersonville, Madison and Iadianap - 
lig road was partially thrown from the track 
about 10 p. m., just after leaving Seymour. 
Cause of the mishap—a misplaced switch. The 
ergine took a fiying ieap over a high board 
fence, and landed im a garden, but suffered no 
material damage. The engineer was caught un- 
der the cab, and would have been crushed to 
death had it not been for the soft, maddy condi- 
uon of the soi] upon and into which he was pre- 
cipitated. He will not be it for duty for some 
days. The fireman saved himself by jumping into 
aditeh just as the engine went over. For the 
distance of two or three rails the track was badly 
worn up. Tee baggage car was also considerably 
emasbed, but remained partially on the track.
